VICE REGAL MOVEMENTS. 



Governor-General Promises Medals to 
Be Competed for by the Boys' 
Brigade. 



Visit to Sidney-Organ Recital at St 
Andrew's— Reception at Govern- 
ment Honse To-day. 



An intoroating oeromony last) night ab tho 
Y.M.C.A. roomB was the inspection and ad- 
dress to tho Victoria companies of tho Boys' 
Brige.do by tho Govornor-Goneral. Thoro 
were four companies, No. 1, Y.M.C.A.; No. 
2, Central Presbytorian church ; No. :S, 
Christ Church cathedral ; and No. 4, St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian ohuroh. (Thoro wore 
noarly 100 boys in all, tho companies being 
drawn up in column. Tho Governor-General 
and tho Counteaa of Absrdoen urrlvod about 
9 o'olook, accompanied by Mr. Arbucklo, A 
B.C. Thoy wore mot at tho entrance by 
Rov. Canon Beanlands, provinoial vice-pres- 
ident of tho Boys' Brigade, and as thoy on- 
tered tho gymnasium tho brigade, ab the 
command of Mr. Horbort Roper,, saluted in 
capital stylo. 

His Excellency gave a bright little ad- 
dress to tho lads. Tho Boys' Brlgado, he 
said, was a groat movement, not alono In its 
having spread so far and wide In its organi- 
zation, butbeoauee of Its capabilities and its 
possibilities for good. It depended upon 
the ofEoors and boys of eaoh oompany to 
make these possibilities realities. It was 
possiblo for all to bo of uso by helpful kind- 
ness and consideration to those in difficul. 
ties, Tho baro fact of a Boys' Brlgado belDg 
formod was only the beginning ; then fol- 
low .'d tha turning of possibilities into^real. 
itles. It was praotloo in tho ob- 
jects for which tho Boys' Brigade 
wan formed that alone could make tho 
movomont a bucoobs. Regularity was one 
gr6-- Thing. The boys had to Btick to their 
woi'f to make a success. Wherever tho 
Boys' Brigade had been started it had dono 
good, and tho roason for that was that tho 
movement was founded upon religion aB a 
basis, following tho teaohings of tho Princo 
of Peace. Hia Excellency then announced 
that ho wonid offer for competition in each 
of tho Victoria companies a siivor medal, to 
be presented to tho boy who was first in 
rogularity, punctuality and effioionoy in drill. 
Thoso medals would bo presented at the end 
of the winter's work. In concluding, ho ad- 
viBod tho boys to " Trust in God and keep 
your powder dry." They must truBt in 
God, looking to Him for strength, health 
and patience, and they must be up and do- 
ing and not sit down waiting for some gal- 
vanizing process to move them. 

Canon Beanluuda then called for three 
ohoers for tho Govornor Genoral and Coun- 
tess of Aberdeen, which woro given with 
hearty good will and the coromony was 
ovyr. 

Tho Countess of Aberdoen visited Mrs. 
Day's kindergarten, of whioh sho is patron- 
ess, yostorday forenoon. Sho took groat In- 
terest In the children's occupations and 
training and oxpressed herself as highly 
pleased with the excellent work dono under 
Miss Mathews, the kindergartner. 

Ab noon yeBtorday the Governor-Gonerol 
and Countoss, accompanied by the Bishop of 
Columbia, Miss Perrin, Mr. Arbucklo, A. 
D. C. , and Dr. Gibson, visited Saanioh, a 
speoial train being placed at thoir disposal by 
tho eourtoayof the Viotoria & Sidney railway, 
Ab Sidney tho party drovo about for an 
hour. A visit was paid to tho farm of Mr. 
Trench, and olso to tho farm of Mr. Brood. 
Tho Governor-General expressed himsolf aa 
exceedingly pleased with tho appearanco of 
the district, both aa rogardB Its evident fer- 
tility and also ita attractiveness. On the 
return journey a stop waB made at Bryant's 
orossing, and Mr. Churoh's place was vis- 
ited, hia family being well known to the 
Governor General and Countess of Aber- 
deen. Mr. Church haB now boon out 
from Scotland for four years, and hia 
place presents a most oreditablo appearance. 
A visit to anothor Scottish settlor from 
Abordeonehlro was inado. Tho party 
returned to Government House at half-pasb 
soven. 

Tho Governor-General and Lady Aber- 
deen attended the organ recital at St. 
Androw'a Presbyterian ohuroh laab nlghb, 
Thoro waB not so largo an audienoe as the 
vocalistB and Mr. J. G. Burnott, tho organ- 
ist dosorvod, but musically tho reoltal was a 
buccoss. and tho musical circles of Victoria 
were well ropresontod. Tho opening num- 
ber waB Gullmint's "Grand chorus 
in D," a majestic compoeitirn 
whioh waB woll played. Spinney's 
" Harvest Home " was the bost played piece 
of tho evening in registration, tempo and 
exooulion ; tho registration was particularly 
appropriate. "I Will Extol Thoo" (Ell) 
Sir M. Costa, Bung by Mrs. McCondlese, 
who Is nhiaya a favorite, was ex- 
ceedingly woll exooutod, as she 
fully entorod into bho spirit of the piece. 
•' lb is enough " (Elijah), a difficult boIo, 
wbb magnificently rendered by Mr. W. 
Ralph Higglns. Tho accompaniment to 
this doaorves special praise. Tho organisb 
Bhowod signs of nervousness through tho 
Storm Fantasia (Lommens), but on tho 
whole it was playod vory creditably. The 
fine pedal department of tho organ was 
woll shown in this, particularly In 
tho thundor, JuBt boforo this number 
the vlca-rog&l parby entorod, tho audionoo 
rising and singing *' God Savo tho Queen. ' 
Tho " PaBboralo in G " (Woly) was baste- 
fully playod, the rogisbrabion of coarse in 
imitation of shophordB' pipes. Tho "Holy 
City" (S. AdamB) was sung romarkably 
woll by Ml;r, Jameson. Tho last number 
" W Uliam Tell overture " was bho mosb pre- 
tention work of the ovonlng. Being origin- 
ally an orohostral composition ib requiros 
constant changes of registration to imitate 
as much ae possiblo tho orchostra. This 
waa dono creditably, though with aomo un- 
steadlnoBS of tempo. This 1b tho first re- 
cital givon by Mr. Burnott, and ho may bo 
congratulated, aa ib waa on bhe whole a 
success. Tho vocalists also appeared in 
vory good form, and desorve speoial praiso, 

Ab 11:30 o'clock thiB morning His Ex- 
oellonoy the Govornor-Goneral and Lady 
Aberdeon will perform the pleasing cere- 
mony of presenting to tho sncceBBful scholars 
tho medals o Herod by them for competition 
in tho publio oohoola of this city during tho 
paab two years. Col. the Hon. James 
Baker, Minister of Education, tho Board of 
Softool Trustees, and tho principals and 
membors of the teaching staff, will reoeivo 
the dlatlngulshed visitors, and bho presenta 
tion will tako plaoe In the oouncll chamber of 



the city hall instead of, na at Grab arranged, 
at tho Central school. This change was de- 
cided upon yestorday in consequence of on 
examination of tho aaaombly rooms ab the 
Buhool by Building Inspector Northcott, who 
found them nob aullioionbly atrong to accom- 
modate safely a packed audienon. The 
centre partition whioh oarriea tho joiata la 
built of wood, and tha carrying capaoity of 
eaoh of bhe rooms — assuming everything to 
bo in good order — is but 60,000 pounds, 
whereas a packed room of its size should 
have, estimating on a basis of 75 poundB to 
tho equaro foot, a capacity of ab least 81,000 
pounds. The means of ogresr, woro also 
found to ba inadequate, and tho building In- 
spector therefore adviBed that some other 
hall be utilised for tho oocaslon.

Tho reception will be in- 
formal.

Ottawa, Nov. 14, — Representatives of 
tho Grand Trunk and Canadian Paolfic rail- 
ways interviewed Hon. Mr. Ivea to-day re- 
garding the duty on coal. They pointed 
out that bhe ooal thoy purchased in the 
United Statoa Is tho run of tho mine and 
contains a largo amount of dust. Before lb 
can bo used tho coal requires to bo screened. 
Bituminous coal is dutiablo at CO cents a 
ton and screenings a groat deal less, being 
20 por cent. Ib was urged, therefore, that 
the government fix an average In each 100 
tons of coal imported to be dutiablo as 
screenings.

VANCOUVER'S MDRBES CASE. 

fimlth Acquitted of the Murder of Henson— 
Judge Walkem Keproves the Crowd 
for Cheering:. 

Vancouver, Nov. 14.— (Special)— Tha 
trial of Smith, acoused of murder, lasted all 
day to-day. The defonce attempted to 
prove that Mrs. Smith waa guilty of por- 
jury and that the whole echemo was a plot 
to get lid of Smith, During tho proceed- 
ings Judgo Walkem was obliged to censure) 
the audionco for demonstrations In the pris- 
oner's fayor. The judgo chargod strongly 
against tho prisoner, bub in apito of this the 
jury returned after an abscnoe of an hour 
and a half with a vordicb of "not guilty." 
Tho ocoupanta of tho court room sent up a 
shout of approval and the judge orderod 
Superintendent Hussoy to clear tho court, 
which waB a physical impossibility. Tho 
judge informed tho jury that because they 
differed from him it waa no indication that 
they wero wrong ; thab judges aomotlmca 
had strong convictions and contrary to those 
of tho jury. To tho prisoner his Honor Baid : 

You ure acquitted, owing to considerable 
extent, no doubt, booause you had a bad 
woman for a wifo. Don't carry your throat 
to shoot hor into effeob ; because I think you 
did threaten though tho jufy may not think 
bo. If you do Bhoot her thero might not bo 
tho same vordlat another tlmo. You can 
go." 

W. J. BowBor, whoso able dofonoo Baved 
tho prlsonor'a nook, whispered to tho prih- 
onor " shake hands with the jury I" Tho 
prisoner walked up to the head of tho row 
olose to tho judgo and proceeded to follow 
tho advlco of his counaol. ThiB waa too 
muoh for tho judgo. Rising in hia seat ho 
shouted " Here 1 What in tho world aro 
you doing 1 Got out of hero; get out of tho 
building ; you'll want so shake hunds with 
mo noxt. I don'b boliove thoy 'd do auoh a 
thing even in the United States, Tho 
crowd havo oheered, and ib paina me to no, o 
a Bribish audience oheoring ab a verdiob for 
tho first tlmo in my experience. Gentlemen 
of the jury, yon aro discharged."

Farther Hoi'."ible Outrages— The Mus- 
sulmans Contend the Christians 
Were the Aggressors. 



Movements of Foreign Fleets- A Cri- 
sis at Hand With the Un- 
speakable Turk 



Constantinople, Nov. 14.— Offiolal dla- 
patches published here from tho disturbed 
districts aay that tho Armenians in every 
caso havo boon the aggressors and attacked 
tho MuBsulmanB, who were obllgod to de- 
fend themselves against thoir ferocity, Ab 
Arabkir on October and 27, bho official 
reports add, the Armenians seb fire to the 
mosque, school and bazaar with bombs and 
maesaorod a number of Mahommedana. Tho 
authorities, it la claimed, afterwards dis- 
covered forty bombs which tho Armenians 
intendod to explode in tho local barracks 
and govornmenb cilices on Nov. 2. Accord- 
ing to the otiinial announcements, tho Ar- 
menians of Erezinghan attacked tho govern- 
ment cllioea, barraoka and other buildings, 
but were dispersed by tho military. Over 
1,000 revolutionists are said to be aaaombled 
at Sohoukmeizan and Adtsna proparod to 
fight tho Turkish broopa. 

News from the diatrlcb of Van reoorda 
freBh maaa»ore8 of Armenian Christians 
there. The Kurds are said to bo a f taokIng 
and pillaging the Armenian villages, and 
the Turkish officials are reported to be pow- 
erless to preserve order, A telegram from 
Sivas, made publio to day, saya tho maa- 
Bacre of Armenians haB commenced in that 
village, bat, according to tho Porte, order 
haa been restored there, • 

It was rumored to-day that Shaklr Pasha, 
imperial high commissioner for Armonlan 
reforms, ia aboub to bo recalled in order to 
bo appointed Grand Vizier, In auocossion to 
Hamil Rifat, tho present incumbent of the 
office. This would seem to bo another open 
defiance of the Powers, forShaklr Pasha Is re- 
garded aa the chief butohor for the Porte. 
It is well known he haB done nobhing to 
punith the offenders. In fact, he haB been 
charged with calmly "looking on while the 
TurkiBh Boldiera fired upon the helpless 
Christiana. 

The Italian float is understood to be on the 
way to Salonica bay to join the BritlBh fleet 
of about twenty warships already thero. 
Tho French Hoot is expeoted there shortly, 
and tho representatives of the Powers, as 
bhe result of communications oxchanged with 
their governments, have had another in- 
formal meeting at the French embassy. 
When the three equadrona unite and Sir 
Phillip Currie, tho Britieh ambasaador, re- 
turns, some decided Bteps upon the part of 
the Powers may bo anticipated. 

London, Nov. 15 — A deapatoh to the 
Times from Conabantinople cays a reporb is 
ourrent of a confiicb Wednesday evening be- 
tween the Albanian members of the palace 
guard negroes, subjects of tho Sublime Porte 
in Africa, also members of the personal guard 
of tho Sultan. Tho correspondent adds bhab 
the details seem unworthy of belief. 

A despatoh to tho Times from its Constan- 
tinople correspondent also contains the state- 
ment that tho Dardanelles,' garrlsonhas been 
doubled and I hat look out und Bearch lights 
have been established on the summit of 
Mounb ElisB, on the Island of Tenodoa, off 
the west cnustof Asia Minor.

TROUBLED CDBA. 

Tho Captain-General Taking Steps to Bring 
Matters to an Issue— Movements 
of Insurgents. 

Madrid, Nov. 14. — A sensation has boon 
caused in military circles here by the rooolpt 
of a private dispatch from Havana to tho 
effeot that General Maximo Gomez, by a 
clover movement in a northorn direotion, 
has turned the troops of Gonoral Campos at 
Santa Clara and is now en route for tho 
Province of Matanzis with a viow to do. 
Btroy the plantations thero. It is not ex- 
pected that ho will attempt to capturo a big 
town, but ib is beliovod, rather, that ho will 
attempt to terrorize tho country and de- 
stroy the crops. 

The correspondent of the Imparcial at 
Havana cables that Antonio Muceo is 
marching to the West of the island of Cuba 
to re-inforco Roloff and Gomez, who are 
understood to be concentrating their forces 
in the province of Santa Clara, to engage 
the troops commanded by Captain Genoral 
Martinez do Campos in person. Tho rovolt, 
it Ib added, haa assumed considerable pro- 
portions in tho province of Santa Clara, and 
Jobo Maceo is said to havo penetrated Into 
the province of Puerto Principe at the head 
of 3,000 men. 

El Liberal says that the rebellion is coat- 
ing Spain §150,000 daily. 

Captain General do Campos la at tho olty 
of Santa Clara, laying out a plan of cam- 
piigu. which should result in a decisive 
battle, 

A filibustering expedition haB landed at 
Yaguas, Eastorn Cuba, from Venezuela. 
The namo of the leader of the expedition is 
unknown. 

The reformist presidents of the Havana 
committee aro joining tho Conservative 
p irty on acconut of an article in Diario Delia 
Marina, attacking Martinez do Campos and 
Premier Canovaa del Castillo, intimating 
that the lattor'a policy ia promoted by Cam- 
poB, ard that only tho resignation of tho 
premier can save Cuba. 

The insurgent leader Roloff Ib at Sigunoa, 
province of Santa Clara, awaiting Maximo 
Gomez, who recently entered that provinoo 
with the intention of advancing upon Santa 
Clara, the hoadquartera of Gen. Martinez do 
Compos. 

Gomrz recently ohangod his taoblcB of 
attempting to tire out tho Spanish troopa, 
owing to the decision of the Cuban revolu- 
tionary assembly in New York, whloh con- 
eiders it imporativo that tho insurgenta bring 
about a decisive engagement with the troopa 
in order that the revolutionists may obtain 
recognition as belligerents from the United 
States. 

" CANADA OWNS IT ALL." 

"Tho Lines Run by tho Dominion In Alaska 
Correct "— " Only Twenty Feet 
Dlll'urence." 

A Washington dispatch dated November 
8, and appearing in tho San Francisco Ex- 
aminer of the 9 th innt. , Is a follows : 

"The Stato department will to morrow 
receive tho information for which it has beon 
anxiously awaiting with regard to tho pre- 
cise point at which the 1 1 1st meridian, tho 
boundary lino botweon Alaska and liritieh 
Columbiu, croBBos tho Yukon rivor and tho 
Forty-Mile crook mining country. 

" General Duflield, chiof of tho Coast and 
Geodetio survey, will roport thab tho bound- 
ary lino established by tho Canadian sur- 
veyor, Ogilvle, enoroaahes too far on tbo 
United States territory by only 22 foot at 
the monumonb in the crook, and by only 20 
feob at his mark on tho Yukon river. Mr. 
Ogilvle's calculations of tho location of the 
I41at meridian woro too far Wost by juBt 
those distancoa. 

" This iipaeta tho theory which has hithor 
to boon advanced by officials of tho Const 
and Geodotlo Survoy that tho mouth of 
Forty-Mllo oroek wbb in AlaBka. Ib rondera 
doubly nooossary tho final determination of 
the losatlon of tho l ilab moridian through- 
out its entiro extent, and tho Bonding of 
American law officers into tho C9unbry early 
in tho aprlng. Nino-tentha of tho miuera 
who will seek to roach tho upper waters of 
Forty-Milo crook will havo to pasB through 
Canadian territory, and unlosa tho whole 
line is determined quarrola and bloodshed 
will inevitably ensue. 

" Tho official determination by the United 
States authorities of thG approximate cor- 
rectness of Mr. Ogilvle's boundary will fur- 
niBh a biBis for tho aottloment of soveral 
pointa in dispute Tho data for tho estab- 
lishment of tho fanta havo been in the pos- 
session of tho Unitod Statos Coast and Geo- 
detio Survey for sovoral years, bub it waa 
not until tho Stato department made an 
urgent call a fow days ago for dofinito in- 
formation on tho subject that tho compu- 
tations of the surveyor wero finally worked 
(jut."

WEST INDIA PLANTERS. 

A Deputation Asks the Colonial Secretary for 
Relief from Existing Causes of 
Depression. 

LONDON, Nov. 14. — A deputation of West 
Indian merohanta and planters oalled to-day 
at tho Colonial offioo aud had an interview 
with tho Soorotary of Stato for tho Colonial, 
Righb Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, The 
spokesman of tho delegation urged that in- 
jury waa being dono to tho West Indies by 
the bounties given for sugar production in 
Europo. Mr. Chamberlain promised to sub- 
mit to hla colleagues the viowB of the depu- 
tation, but pointed out that in respoot to 
Bomo of the depressions ib might bo possible 
to make their prospects loss bound up in 
sugar planting. 

Mr. Chamberlain referred hopofully to tho 
prospect for gold mining in British Guiana, 
aud oxpresaed tho opinion that there was no 
chance of getting the House of Commons to 
sanction the countervailing dutioB in order 
to force foreign governments to atop giving 
sugar bounties. Continuing, Mr. Chamber 
said: "Our only influence rests in persua- 
sion, and it is best to leavo tho foreign gov- 
ernments to be Influenoed by their own 
financial embarrassment." 



THE CASE OF OEOKOE DEAN. 

A Chapter Without Parallel In tho Criminal 
History of Australia. 

No cace on rocord in tho Australian courts 
has engrossed public abtontion to suoh a de- 
gree as that which for tho past six months 
haB beon in everybody's mouth and 
thoughts. The prosecution of Goorgo Doan, 
tho circumstances surrounding it, and tho 
ovents to whloh it subsequently led, will 
live loug in the memory of Australian colo- 
nists. Tho oharactor of more than one of 
tho loaders of colonial society waa compro- 
mised by disclosures— truthful or untruth- 
ful, moBtly tho latter — thab woro made. 

In March laBt George Doan was arrested 
on a ohargo of attompting to murder hia 
wife by giving her poison. He was com- 
mitted for trial in April, at the central 
criminal court, presided over by Mr. 
JuBtico Windeyor. Dean wao oonviotod 
und sentenced to douth. Thp jury having 
made a recommendation to mercy, tho sen- 
tence waa commuted to ont of imprisonment. 
His friendB, among whom woro many gen- 
tlemen who wero in the habit of travelling 
on the North Shore boat, of which Doan 
hf» i oharge as master, woru of opinion that 
ho had boen convicted on insufficient evi- 
dence, and a movoment wa started to ob- 
tuin hia roloaao. Publio sympathy was 
arousod, the antocodonts of Dean's mothor- 
In law were rakod up, and it waa hinted 
that she and her daughter had ooncootod 
the poisoning scheme in ordbr to get rid of 
Di!an by a false accusation, The revelations 
of tho second trial juat concluded have, 
however, completely demolished tho thoory, 
Dean himself having mado an unreserved 
confession of guilt. 

The agitation resultod in the appointment 
of a defence committee, and collootiona to 
dofjsy legal expenses were mado all over 
tho colony. Tho matter was brought beforo 
parliament, and tho government appointed 
a royal commission to reviow the evidence 
at tho trial, and obtain such now facts as 
wore procurable. Tho result waB Dean's 
liberation frem prison under a free pardon. 
Dean was welcomed back to his eld haunts, 
tho steamers of tho North Shore iorry 
Company woro decorated with bunting on 
the day on which ho returned to duty, and 
he was banquetod by directors and fellow. 
omployoB, whilst hia wifo and her mothor 
woro objecta of loathing and shame, and sub- 
jected in tho streets to public obloquy. 

But tho tablos are now completely turned, 
and Mrs. Dean and her mother have boen 
shown to be deserving of sympathy. Daan s 
solicitor, who obtained from him, by a sub- 
terfuge, an admission of guilb whilst in jail 
waiting trial, divulged tho fact after Dean's 
release to a gentleman whose social position 
precluded the exercise of that constraint 
which would havo kopt tho secret socrob. 
Sir Julian Salomons mentioned ib to one and 
anothor. It leaked out in parliament, and 
then followed oxplanationa leading up to a 
vory palnfcl denouoment — firat the re-arreBt 
of Dean on a ohargo of peijury, thon tho 
arrest of his solicitors, Messrs. Crick and 
Meagher and Doan, on a ohargo of conspir- 
ing to defeat tho ends of juBtlce. 

Then came an abjoot confession on oath 
by Mr. Meagher as to his knowlodgo of 
Dean's guilt, and last of all Doan'a own aon- 
foaslon to two members of tho defence com- 
mittoo. 

Dean haa been committed for perjury— ho 
having sworn under oath that ho did nob dis- 
cIobo his guilt to Mr. Moaghor, his solicitor; 
tho case against Messrs Criok and Moaghor 
—who were both members of parliament, 
Mr. Meagher resigning hia seat on tho occa- 
sion of his confoBsion. His oaso haa not yet 
boen finally dealt with. Dean has beon re- 
arreatod on tho capital charge ; ro-tried, and 
sentenced to imprisonment for life.

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AMONG THE SEALS. 

Official Report of the 13, C. Sealkf? 
Catches Made Dnriuff the 
Past Season. 



The Total Number of Female Seals 
Killed in Behrlng Sea 

20,004, 



Although only homo a few weeks, the 
sealing fleet are already beginning prepara- 
tions for anothor eeaeon, and it) 1b fully ex- 
pected that before the year endB a number 
of sohoonors will bo on their way to the Ja- 
pan [coast, the most productive field of 
operations last season. Whether or not the 
greater numor of the aohoonors will go in 
this direction and thua avail themselves of 
the four hunting grounds, except the B. (J. 
coast, is as yet undecided ; bub is a subjeot 
of groat importance to local businuss men, 
ior there is a vast difference between sup- 
plying a schooner for a three months' cruise 
and one going on a voyage of throe or moro 
times that duration. It 1b also a question 
which materially atfoots seal hunters. The 
wages thoy will receive will be at least 
those of lasb year, and if more is aBked, it 
probably can only be settled by a compro- 
iiiIbo. Owoora of sealing vessels have al- 
ready pledged thomaolvoa to adhere to last 
season's wage standard during the coming 
year, but to give none of the customary ex- 
tras to Indians. At present, however, some 
of the expert hunters propose holding out for 
more, but thoy have nob yet mot to finally 
decide. What Boalskins will bring in the 
London market is a matter of seriouB specu- 
lation. Tho skins havo all gone forward to 
the creat English markotB and the first big 
eilcs to be held will be held early next month. 
On tho avorago the aklnB are said to be 
better cured than for many aeaaonB, and 
thoBe taken in Behring sea havo boon bene- 
fitted rathor than otherwiao by the handling 
given them by the officers of the Amerloan 
revenue outters. Collector Milne's official 
atatoment of tho sealing businesa during the 
pisb soaBon, which was yesterday given oub 
for publication, gives a very interesting ac- 
count of the skins taken this year. It shows 
that of 35,918 aklns, the total oatoh of the 
Canadian fleet in Behring sea, 1D/J14 pelts 
wero thoao of male aeala, and 20,004 were of 
female. These numbers added together 
mako tho biggest oatch obtained in any of 
the sealing grounds, but they also represent 
tno work of more achoonora— forty- four 
veaiok— whioh hunted in BehrinR aea ; 22 
hunted on the Japan coast ; 20 on the 
Coppor Island coast, and 33 on the B, C. 
cmat — or 01 veBEels in all were ongoged in 
tho sealing business, representing a fleet of 
3,892 tons, employing 788 whitea and 854 
Indiana. There were 18.GS7 ekinB taken on 
the Jap*n ooust, 9,853 on the B. C. coast, 
and 6,281 on the Copper Island coast. 
These figures wero obtained aftor the most 
careful research, and are in every particular 
in accordance with tho logs of the different 
schooners. The number of male and fomale 
eoala killed in tho sea will be probably one 
of the moBb interesting points from an Am- 
erican's standpoint. The catches secured 
per schoonor were :

ren, undor aay, ten years of age, 
in a Bohoolroom during tho whole 
of the Bohool day. The hours may 
not bo too long for the elder ohildren, but to 
keep tho little ones penned up so long In a 
dull schoolroom, where there Is so little to 
interest thorn and whsro they becotr.o, in 
spite of tho efforts of the most lively of 
toaohera, weary and unhappy, is so unrea- 
sonable and bo iDOonaidorato that wo are 
surprlsod that the practice haB boon continu- 
ed bo long. 



SCHOOL HOURS. 

We aao that there was some talk at tho 
last mooting of the School Trustees about ex- 
tending the achool houra. Wo truBt for the 
children's Bake that the Trustees will take 
no haBty aotlon in this matter. Thero are a 
good many who seem to think that the 
longer "the Bchool hourB are the more is 
learned by tho pupils. Thero oould not bo 
a greater mistake than this. In fact, tho 
reverse of this, within a certain limit, is true. 
As far as tho achools are conoerned.the fewer 
hours the more work ia much noarer the 
truth than tho more houra the more work. 

The reason of this is plain to thoso who 
take tho trouble to study the matter at all 
oarofully. Children csu study only so long 
aa their attention is on thoir work. Those 
who hove obsorved ohildren caiofully and 
intelligently know how hard it ia for them 
to keep thoir attontion fixed on a subject — 
even a pleasant and interesting one — for any 
length of time. They very soon got weary, 
and thoir minds will wander in spite of 
their own efforts to keep thoir attention 
fixed on their taak and the exertions of the 
teichor to koop them at work. As soon as 
their attention fitgs they cease to learn, 
They may ait for hours with thoir books in 
their handa or apparently listening to the 
voice of the teacher, but they make no pro- 
gress. They might as well be deaf or blind 
as far as concerns their getting any good 
Irom the instruction forocd upon them 
■when thoir attention is not on their work. 
The toother may force them or etimulote 
some of thorn to study when thoir minds are 
weary, but the result is most injurious to 
the children. Thefr minds thuB strained 
aftor a while lose their elasticity, and their 
whole nervoua system becomes deranged. 
We are now speaking of the clover children, 
•whose organization is fine, and whose minds 
aro aotive. It ic they who receive most in- 
jury, and of ton irreparable injury, from 
the foroing system and long hours of study. 
The others are luckily endowod with a blessed 
dulneaa. Their minda when over wearied 
cannot be lathed into activity. Thoy 
simply oooao to try to loarn. They 
sit in thoir seats Bulky and stupid 
or mischiovous and inattontive, and 
thus escapo tho evils that their actlvo-mind- 
ed sohoolmatos Incur by working whon na- 
ture demands that they Bhould bo resting. 

Tho inability of children to study intently 
for any length of time is not a woaknesa ; It 
is a provision of naturo to prevent thoir 
over working thoir brains and wrecking 
thoir norvoua systomB. Tho toaohor or tho 
trustee who is ignorant of this provision or 
aota In contravontion of it sins against na 
turo, and it Is hlB victims, not ho, who suffor 
tho punishment. 

Every teaohor of experience knows that a 
ohild can loarn moro in ten minutoa when 
his mind ia active and his attention fixed 
than ho oan in an hour and more 
when his brain is tirod and his 
attention wandoring or fitful. The 
periods of effootivo Btudy Bhould bo couatod 
rather by minutes than by hourB, and the 
touchers and managers of sohools should bo 
arrange aohool work and limit school hours 
that tho ohildron should bo required to 
study only whon t'uoir minda aro aotive and 
when their whole attention can bo fixod on 
what thoy havo to do. Keoping ohildron 
poring ovor books and working problems 
when thoir minda aro jaded and when thoy 
ought to be at play or aaloop la, boaidoa boing 
moat injurloua to thoir hoalth, tho voriuat 
waato of timo. Lot the trustee who talks 
about extending tho school houra try to do 
any kind of mental work whon ho is weary 
or preooouplod and ho will, if ho is honost 
and is bloBBod with common eonoo, soo how 
futile It la to koop ohildron protonding to 
learn aftor thoy had boon alroady confined In 
tho aohool room too long for choir good. 

Wo cannot conclude this artlolo without 
entering our protest against tho orujlty — [or 
it is nothing olao— of keeping young child- 



SALMON NOT TROUT. 

The Canadian Gazette (London) of the 
."ilsb alt., contains tho following artlolo 
under tho caption " Salmon not Trout." 

" Wo aro glad to bo able to announce that 
after scientific iuveBtigation the Fishmong- 
er's Company has removed tho prohibition 
it placed upon the sale of British Columbia 
salmon iu this market. The question was 
whether thoso British Columbia salmon 
were roally of the salmon speoles, and so ad- 
miaoiblo for sale during the British salmon 
oloae aoaaon, or whether thoy wero trout, 
tho sale of whioh — whether Brltiah or foreign 
crout — la absolutoly prohibitod by law from 
October to February. The question was 
submitted to one who ia probably tho high- 
oat authority on salmon, Dr. Gunthor, who 
haB for forty years been connected with tho 
Science Department at South Kensington, 
and his report Is aa follows : — 

"I beg to inform you that tho fish from the 
Frasor river has safely reaohod mo, and that 
I havo oxamined it to-day. Although tho 
fiah bolongB to tho family Salmonidos, and 
goes ofton by the name of " Californian Sal- 
mon," It is widely difloront from our own 
salmon (Sa/.7)io ratar), from our migratory 
sea trout {Sal mo trulta, S. cambricus, S. 
eriox, oto ), and from our freshwater trout. 

"All these fish boloijg to the dlviaionSa/mo, 
whilst tho Californian Balmon belongs to tho 
division Oneorhynehm, which division has 
no representative in European waters— or, 
indeed, in any water running Into tho At- 
lantic. All tho fishes belonging to Oneor- 
hynehm live in waters running into the 
Pacific The particular spociman which you 
havo sont me is Oncorhynchun quinnat, with 
which spooiea it agrees in all oxtornal and 
internal charaotere. 

" The name 'Suok Eye ' is a corruption of 
an Indian word, and Is applied to aovoral 
Bpeaios of tho Pacific coast of North Am- 
erica. A. GUNTER.

That opinion at onoe set tho quostion at 
rest, and cauBed the Fishmongers' Company 
to remove its prohibition, so that tho Bale of 
fish 1b now procoeding as before. 



A THREATENED REACTION. 

Peoplo In San Francisco aro beginning to 
talk about the unfairness of Durrant's trial. 
They say that he was condemned, not by 
tho jury, bub by the newapapera. They aee 
now that tho newspapers did not givo tho 
accused man a chance ; that they oxorciaed 
tho utmost Ingonuity to prejudice tho pub- 
lio against him; and, aa tho jury are part of 
tho public, they oould not holp being Influ- 
enced by tho pro-judgmenta of tho nowa- 
paper proaa. It is unfortunate that the 
want of judgment and the unfairneaB of the 
newspapera should now, whon tho exolte- 
moot of tho trial has subsided and tho peo- 
plo havo had timo to think, oreato a sym- 
pathy in favor of tho criminal. 
The praotloa of the United States 
courtB loaves many loop-holes for even a 
convicted murderer to escapo and it is im- 
portant that his counsel shouid not havo 
reasonable ground to contend that hie trial 
was not a fair one. " Aocording to the 
Penal Code of California thore aro seven 
grounds upon which Durrant's attorneys can 
move for a new trial. They can move on 
any or all of these. If a motion ie denied an 
appeal can be made to the Supremo court 
from the order of denial. If this appeal la 
not upheld another appeal can bo madofrom 
tho judgment of conviotlon. This meane 
long delaya. In the case of murderer Mc- 
Nulty It meant a delay of moro than eix 
years, roaultlng finally in a commutation of 
eontonoo to imprisonment for lifo." It 
oan bo eeen from this that the seal 
of the San Franolsco newspapers 
to aoouro the conviction of Durrant may 
have defeated its own end and opened a way 
for tho man's oscapo. Tho course thoy took 
was most unfair to the accused, and it is 
likely now to prove tho moat Impoiltio and 
injudioious. 

Objection ia raised to tho ovidonco on 
whioh tho conviction waa based. "It is 
wholly clrcuniatuntial," they Bay, " and it is 
not right to hang a man on circumstantial 
ovidonco alone." Thia Bounds plausiblo to a 
good many, but it is nevertheless moat un 
roasonablo. What othor ovidonco thun cir 
cumstantial evidence can bo brought against 
men who oommlt euoh crimes as Durrant 
is aoouaod of oommlttingj! Mon bent 
on outrage and murder do not 
go to work openly in tho faco 
of day to accomplish thoir fiendish enda. 
Every movo thoy make ia a eocrot one, and 
to all outward appearance an innocont one 
When tho crime ia being oommibtod thoy 
tako ovory precaution to prevent thoir lining 
soon by human oyoB. And after tho com- 
mission of tho orimo tho criminal takoa tho 
greatest pains to hido hie traaks. No mat 
tor who commltbod those torrlblo crimes if 
ho la brought to jusbico at all it murt bo by 
ciroumetantial evidence. And it ia aston- 
lahing how oloarly tho clroumstanooa point 
to tho murdoror. We had an Instonco of 
this only u few months ago in thia Province. 
Tho ovidonco against Stroobol waa puroly 
circumstantial. In ono roapoot tho ovidonco 
resembled vory much that adduced ogainat 
Durrant. The murdoror w»b traced from 
placo to place and overy minute that ho waa 
absent from hla hoarding houao was notod. 
Tho prisoner gavo a plauniblo and most like- 
ly a true account of what ho had boon do- 
ing tho groater part of tho day; bub thero 
was a short timo that he oould not account 
£jr to tho BatlBfactioa of tho jury. Tho ac- 
count of whero ho was during that abort 
spaco of timo was contradictory and con- 
fused, And this was tho tlmo in whioh he 



viaitod the house of the murdered man and 
committed tho crime, if Stroebel had suf- 
fered the puniehmout due to the crime with- 
out having confessed thero would havo 
been hundreds of humane and well- 
moaning poople who would maintain to 
tho ond of thoir days that ho was a viotlm 
ol circumstantial evidence. Happily the 
man oonfeBsed and tho oonfeBBlon showed 
how rellablo the evidmoe on which he was 
convicted had been. Those who complain 
of tha unreliability of circumstantial evi- 
dence in Durrsnt'a cise aro exactly in the 
position of thoao who sympathised with 
Stroobol and believed him to have boen un- 
justly condemned. We bolievo If the whole 
truth wero known in connection with tho 
murder of Blancho Lamont peoplo would bo 
surprised at tho ingenuity with whioh tho 
oounsol for tho prosecution had woldod eo 
many links of evidence, many of them oon- 
aiderod by thomaelves weak and Irrelevant, 
into a ohaln of evidence so abrong thab they 
would bB surprised that thoy wore so want- 
ing in discommon! aa for a single moment to 
doubt its strength.

Much 
money was Bpenb upon thn motor, 
but thoao who Invested thoir money in it 
never got anything but promiaoa and pre- 
dictions In return. Of late yoars nothing 
haa Lbeen heard of tho Kooly motor. Ic 
seemed to have beon consigned to tho limbo 
of impraotioablo inventions and futilo dis- 
coveries. But wo see by tho Now York 
Timoa it has come to the surfaco again and 
that its inventor has unabatod faith in its 
powers and capabilities. This ia the TimeB 1 
article on the Keely motor :

haB recently purchased a large interest in 
the Kooly motor from a person who fcr 
some years past has boen an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of Mr. Koely.

forco. If our memory serves us, he has 
made several announcements of thlB kind 
Binoo tho company waa organized, twenty 
one years ago. He can afford to givo one 
day to the- exports representing this chal- 
lenging trade journal, The terms of the 
challenge, togather with his own recent eug. 
cesblon ua to tho Inepootion by other experts, 
show that not more than one day of hiB timo 
would bo required.

KASLOSLOCAN RAILWAY. 

President Muun Hero to Arrange fcr Its Im- 
mediate Opening For Truffle. 

The KaBlo and Slooan railway is now 
practically oompletod and Mr. D. J. Munn, 
president of tho road, arrived lasb nighb for 
tho purposo of getting permission from the 
government to allow the formal oponlfg for 
passenger and frelghb business. Mr. Munn 
stated that he expaoted to gob this permis- 
sion to day and tho road would at once go 
into operation. The whole of tho thirty- 
throe miles from Kaslo to Cody Creek is 
builb in tho most substantial manner, espeo 
ially with a view to tho heavy traffic in ore 
from tho many minoa of the Slooan. 
Tho officers of tho road are D. J. Munn, 
president ; A. Guthrie, St. Paul, vice-pres- 
ident ; A. Ewon, J. Hendry, and C. 
Ffolliott, St. Paul. Of tho five direotors, 
therefore, throe aro British Columbians. 
Mr. Robt. Irving, formerly of Viotoriu, is 
traffic manager; and A. H. McGraw is 
superintendent of maintenance and opera- 
tion. 

Ml-. Munn statos that already a consider- 
able quantity of ore has been carried over 
the road to Kaslo, tho great bulk of it for 
shipment to tho Pilot Bay amolter. 
Business in Kaslo is very good and 
a number of now busineeB houses uro aboub 
to bo opened thore very shortly. Just be- 
fore be lofb thero were threo fine ore strikos 
roported. One was on the Black Fox, on 
the South Forks of the K&slo, a ledge threo 
foot wide of clean galena being laid bare. On 
the Lucky Jim, on Bear lake, a fiftoen foob 
ledge has been struck, running SO ouncea in 
silver and GO percent, in lead. Tho third 
strike waa on tho Northern Bell, on Jiokaon 
crook, and 200 feet below tho preaent tunnel 
on tho mine. Snow has bogun to fall in the 
mountains and tho minea are getting ready 
to rawhide ore over the trails to the railway. 

OAKLANDS FIREMEN- 

The Suburban Volunteer Department Com- 
pletes Organization and Fights Ita 
First Fire. 

Tho suburban fire brigade at Oaklands 
started life in earnest Wednesday, having 
their first firo to combat during the early 
hours of the morning and completing the 
work of organization at a meoting hold in 
tho evening. Tho fire was incendiary in or- 
igin and waB discovered very shortly after 
midnight, the scone of tho blaze ooing a par- 
tially dismantled house owned by Mr. Sabin 
and standing on tho hill off from the Lans- 
downe road. 

Within a quarter of an hour from the 
sounding of the first alarm the volunteers 
had mustorcd twenty strong, laid upwards 
of four hundred feet of hose, and had a 
stream in service for the protection of ad- 
joining property, the building itBolf being 
doomed. The fact that thore was or had been 
ft fire was not reportod in the city 
until later in tho day when inquiries were 
sot on feot with the object of identifying the 
inoendiary. Mr. Sabin to stimulate investi- 
gation has offered a reward of $100 for the 
conviction of the offender ; hia property has 
suffdred seriously at the hands of so«e un- 
known misoroants of late and he has deter- 
mined to make an example of the guilty ono 
In tho present case, if that is at all possible. 

The meeting in the evening to complete 
the organization of tho volunteer depart- 
ment was presided over by Aid. (and Fire 
Warden) William Wilson, and waB address- 
ed briefly by Chief Aokerman of the New 
Westminster department-, Chief Doasy of 
Viotorla, and Messrs. Watson, Olarko, W. 
Nloholles, George McRao and A. Ohlson. 
On the oonolusion of the " speeohlfying " a 
vote of thanks was tendered Mayor Teague 
and the council for their aotion ia the direc- 
tion of giving the district a measure at least 
of fire protection — after which a social hour 
sped quickly, supper being served by the 
hospitable ladies of tho district.

Btarta life with an enrolment of 27 aotlvo 
members, and tho following officers : N. 
Sabin, captain ; Georgo Clarke, first lieu- 
tenant ; T. Chuddick, second lieutenant ; 
Watson Clarke, troasurerand W. Nichollee, 
secretary.

A riuo Old tiaiiio l~or Boys. 

Tho old game of hare and hounds is 
gaining now popularity and being play- 
ed by many boys nowadays. 

Any number of persons may play the 
game. Ono or two of tho players tire 
chosen as hares, and each is provided 
with a bag filled with torn pieces of pa- 
per, which are called "scent. " 

Tho hares start off together, tho rest 
of tho player.-,, who are called bounds, 
not being allowed to see tho direction 
thoy take. When 5, 10 ur IS minutes — 
as may have been agreed upon — have 
elapsed tho hounds set off in pursuit of 
tho bares. In their hunt thoy are guided 
by tho scent, htmdfuls of which are 
thrown out by tho hares as they cover 
the course. 

Usually if is agreed beforehand that 
tho run shall bo a certain number of 
miles or for a certain length of time. If 
a hound catches ono of the hares within 
tho specified distance, ho wins. Other- 
wiso tho hares win. 

If a hound catches sight of the hares, 
ho and his companions may not cut 
across and run toward thorn directly, 
but ho must follow tho scent, although 
sometimes rules are made allowing this 
to be done, under which circumstances 
it is of course perfectly allowable. 

This game is often played by rival 
clubs, two rival packs of hounds consti- 
tuting the whole pack. Tho gamo is then 
decided by adding together the numbers 
representing the order in which tho two 
clubs finished.

In tho Italian quarter I found myself 
tho other day in a homo which had been 
darkened by a double misfortune. A lit- 
tle Italian boy had fallen from a firo es- 
cape to tho street and been instantly 
killed. His widowed mother, when sho 
canio'upon tho body of her son, went 
mad with grief and attempted to take 
her own life. Sho was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Tho boy's body lay upon a table, and 
a blazing candelabrum stood at its head. 
At the side the boy's foster father tiuci 
his wife knelt in prayer. .Sealed about 
tho room was a group of women chant- 
ing an Italian death wail. One of thi 
women raised her face, and hor quaver 
ing voice fillod tho room : 

"Happiness has departed from us for- 
ever ! ' ' 

And tho others droned the refrain : 
"Forever I" 

"He will never bo absent from mn 
thoughts I" 

"Never from our thoughts!" 

And so on, strophe and untistrophe, 
tho chief trailer leading and tin- chorus 
echoing the dismal refrain. It was u 
sight and a sound to move even the 
tardy sensibilities of a reporter. 

Such scenes tire not uncommon in the 
Italian quarter, though they seldom 
come under the eye of visitors. Tho pro- 
fessional mourner is an institution in 
soiiio of tho provinces of southern Italy. 
She — tho office belongs entirely to the 
softer sox — is analogous to the Irish 
"keener, " but with the difference that 
hor wail is more musical than weird, 
whereas tho "keener" is weird, pierc- 
ing — almost anything but musical. 

The Italian wailers — they are called 
"prefiehe" in their native tongue — are 
doubtless descendants of the profession- 
al mourners of ancient Rome. Thoy are 
most common, and their office is most 
clearly defined in the provinces of Abruz- 
zo and Calabria and in Sicily. There 
they are regularly retained and reward- 
ed with a fee. In other provinces a rel- 
ative iif the afflicted family may assume 
the office and lead the chorus, or the 
function may he of awholly miscellane- 
ous character, all the mourners joining 
in a wing of woe. — New York Herald.

Arrival of the "Danube" With the 
Last, of the Northern Salmon 
Packs. 



Evidence all Heard in the "Quadra" 
I nveatijratloa— Movements ot 
the N. P. Fleet- 



The steamship Dinube, Captain Meyer, 
arrived from the North laat night, bringing 
the laat contingent of buainnsa people con- 
nected with the canneries in that locality, 
alao thf- laat lot of the aoaaon'a puck of sal- 
mon to within a vory small quantity. On 
the up trip a party of over forty people were 
landed at Bella Coola, consiatinp principally 
of the wives and children of aottlerB of tho 
Norwegian colony thero. The settlors on 
coming on board the Danube to receive their 
friends, spoke in high terms of their loca- 
tion, and although only thore during one 
season thoy had aucoeoded In raising enough 
cereals, rootB, eto., to do them for the next 
wintor, and they look forward to having 
quite a largo settlement by next summer. 
At Skidegato, Qaoon Charlotto Islands, Mr. 
T. H. Robortson, the veteran coal prospector, 
was landed, accompanied by a coal expert, 
and working party to inepoct and report on 
the last Duds of coal in that locality and 
although late in tho aoaaon Mr. Robortson 
expects to come out again before tho wintor. 
Tho canneries havo all been closed down for 
tho winter, although tho aawmilla are talc 
ing advantage of the heavy rains to got out 
all the lumbor po'isiblo for noxt aoaaon'a do 
mands before tho frost seta in, compelling 
them to shut down. 

Mr. Cunningham, of Fort Eaalngton, who 
expected to do a largo trade in lumber 
during the winter is quito disappointed, 
having lout tho Cariboo Fly, which ho had 
only juat taken up to carry lumbor to tho 
different cannories. 

Mr. Dempster, of Aberdeen, and party 
returned by the Danube, after having com 
pieced, what ia no doubt, tho beat and larg 
est cannery on tho coaat, replacing the ono 
burned down this spring. 

Mr. Burwill, tho well known surveyor, of 
Vancouver, returned from Rivors Inlet, 
having survey thoro what is Baid to be tho 
beat location for a cannery yet found ; and 
on which alto noxt season is likely to see 
another cannery ereatod. 

On the down trip the weather encoun- 
tered by the Dinube was very boisterous. 
While anchored at Namu harbor on the 11th 
inst., at about 9 p.m., Mr. Leech, the gov' 
ernment surveyor from Bella Coola, under, 
took to board the Danube, accompaniod by 
Mr. Draney, and although the DanuLo waa 
anchored only about two ahlp'a lengths from 
tho ahore, the wind blow ao hard that before 
they could catch a rope thrown to them 
from the ahip they were awept past), and, 
having loat their oars in the attempt, they 
would undoubtedly have been awept out to 
soa, the night being pitch dark, but 
for tho heroic efforta of Mr. Foster, 
the mate of tho Danube, who 
went after them in a ahlp'a boab with a crow 
from the Danube and aucceeded in bringing 
them back to the ship, with overybody 
thoroughly drenched. Another boab, with 
tho effects of Mr. Leeoh, manned by two In- 
diana, auccreded in boarding the Danube, 
but ahortly after thoir boat was torn adrift 
and lost; tho gale increasing in fury toward 
midnight the anchors of tho Danube com- 
menced to drag, and eho had to put to soa, 
taking Mr. Draney and his boat's crow 
along, landing thorn at Rlvor's Inlet next 
day, 40 miles from thoir homo. Until Mr. 
Draney returns to hia home no doubt his 
family will be in groat anxiety about him. 

The Danube's salmon cargo Is made up of 
3,006 caaon from R. Cunningham's cannery, 
Skeona rivor ; 394 caaea from the B. A. Pack- 
ing Co, Skeena river; 1,525 cases from 
N.F. Packing Co., Skeena river ; 533 oaaes 
from Lowe luleb Packing Co,, Lowo inlet; 
3,838 caaeB oases from Good Hope Canning 
Co., Rivora inlot, and '_\907 caaes from 
Alerb Bay Canning Co, Alerb bay. She 
brought besides 52 banks of oil from Skido- 
gate oil worka. 

L. t). LUMBER SHIP DAMAGED. 

The high-sided wooden built clipper ship 
Alameda, 63 days from Moodyvllle with 
lumber, was on Ootober 20, when being tow- 
ed into the harbor of Sydney, New South 
Wales, struck and badly damaged by 
the 5,000 ton steel screw steamship Indrani, 
outward bound to Dnnkirk and Hamburg. 
Tho aocldent occurred at 6 30 a.m., in broad 
daylight. Tho big steamer, stem on, hib 
the frailer ship a tremendous blow on tho 
port aido, cutting through and ripping open 
her planking beneath the water lino and up 
to the rail above. This naturally let the 
water into tho Alameda protty freely, and 
with allBpoed the tug towod hor into John- 
ston's bay in a watorloggod condition, and 
there she rested on tho hard bottom. Had 
it not been for her full cargo of lumber sho 
muat have Bunk Immediately. Heavy Iron 
bolta are turned and clinched against tho 
lining oi the ship protty much as ono clinches 
a wire nail, and the maesivo timbors aro torn 
into ohrods from tho water-line up, and aro 
hanging in splintered ends. Tho 
cut is wido enough to admit a 
man without edging his way In. 
The Indian! wag flighted about a mile off, 
but without responding to tho ropoatod 
slgnalB of tho Alamoda's tug boro straight 
down on tho lumber "hip.

CHARLES HALLE. 

Death of tho Well Known Conductor Who 
Made the Freo Trade Hall Concerts 
Famous. 

An announcement comes in the English 
uowspapors whioh will cauBO many from 
England to mourn the Iobb of a friond. Sir 
Charles Hallo died suddenly in his houso in 
Manchester, whon juat about to begin hia 
3Sth Berioa of orohoscral concorta. 

This romarkablo man, considered by many 
tho first pianist of hia day, and by all stu- 
dents of music tho GrBt interpreter and con- 
ductor of orchoatral music, was horn in a 
small German village, and eurly in youth 
went to Paris to complete hiH studies and in 
timo to oarn his livelihood by teaching 
music. Ho was successful beyond expecta- 
tion, whon tho revolution of 1848 broke out 
and caused him to sock a morosottled home. 

Ho wonb to England with introductions, 
among obhera to Lord Brougham and Rich- 
ard Cobdon. Tho latter could oasily Intro- 
duce him to tho wealthy mon of Manoheater, 
evor ready with thoir pureos to aid any 
worthy object. Thoy took him by tho hand 
and mado him conductor of a aorioa of al- 
moeb private concorta in what was little 
moro than a mustoal club. Fortunately tho 
Libsrala of Manchester had rebuilt tha Froo 
Trade hall to oommomorate the struggle for 
freo trado In corn and to afford a good placo 
of amusement for tho pooplo. Thlrty-aovon 
yoara ago Charles Halle commonood hia con- 
certs In that hall. Ho had good Boil to work 
on, bub still ho had to educuto his audionco. 

Many will remombor hia piano nolos in 
oarly days, "Homo, Sweet Home" and 
" Tho Laat Rosa of Summer," which havo 
many yours ago given placo to tho sonatas 
of Boothoven. That oompoaor waa hia 
maBb r— hia Shakospoaro of music. When- 
ever ho played, tho placo of honor in IiIb or- 
ohoatra at conoortB was almost always a 
symphony of Beethoven. Noisy pagan 
muslo like " Tho MoBsiah " ho hadj'o give, 
to ploaso many of hia audionoo, bub ho did 
nob caro for it, compared with tho intolleo' 
tual muslo of Boothovon. Few mon in any 
walk of life accomplished what Charles 
Hullo did in hie, for ho lived to see tho 
standard of muaioal taato pormanontly ruined 
in England to a vory great degree, owing bo 
hia faithful work. J. A,

THE MAYOR ABDICATES. 

His Advice Rejected by the Alder-rueii 
He Retires Amidst Hisses 
From the Public. 

Electric Lighting- Investigation Causes 
a Great Row-Bitter Words 
Between Aldermen. 



Inquiry to Proceed This Eveuing 
With Aid. Humphrey iu the 
Mayor's Place. 



Policomon Anderson and CUyards re 
eeived an ovation from tho largo audienco 
olreudy assembled, when shortly after oight 
o'clock last evening they enterod tho council 
chamber to bo examined in tho matter of 
thoir now eelebratod reports upon the movo 
monta of Electrical Superintendent HutchI- 
Bon ; they acknowledged tho roooption with 
a blush of evldont embarrassment. The rest 
of the intended participants in the business 
wero already in their places. Mayor Toague 
prosidod, and all tho members of tho coun 
oil exoept Aid. McLellan wore proaent. 
Superintendent Hutchison sao at a desk in 
the rear, with Mr. A. L. Belyea, his solic 
ibor ; while tho council had their legal ad 
vlser, Mr. C. D. Mason, at his post. The 
audienco, large from tho start, nearly filled 
the space behind the rail before the pro 
oeedinga had beon long in progreas, and ap- 
plause — though against tho rules — came fro 
quontly and vigorously from these rate- 
payers. 

The Mayor opened tho proceedings by 
stating that ho had " a proposition to 
make." Ho road from tho municipal act of 
1S92, bcc. 21, in cluuee (d) that " the mayor 
or reevo shall havo unrestricted authority 
and power to inspect and order tho conduct 
of all oilicera and employees of tho corpora- 
tion, and to diroot the method of manago 
merit of the corporation business and af 
fairs"; and ho continued that, exercising 
tho discretion thus given him to carry on 
tho buainofs as ho thought best, ho had pro 
pared a resolution declaring that the pro 
sent inquiry should bo held, not in public, 
but in private 

Ald. Macmillan asked the Mayor to 
read the section which gavo him authority 
to huvo this inquiry in private. 

THE MAYOR— I didn't say that 1 had tho 
power ; I made tho suggestion. 

a ld Partridce indignantly protested 
againBt the proposition. 

The Mayor hore read his resolution, 
which declared it against tho intoreat of the 
city that tho ii quiry should bo proceeded 
with in public, aud that a time lo fixed for 
proceeding iu prlvatoin the committee room. 
Hethoup'ir. the members of the council al- 
ready hkd information onGugh, without go- 
ing in 1 <> .my special details oi examination 
of witnesses under oath. If any suoh pro- 
ceedingB ore tolerated, ho said, every man in 
the corporation employ who has a grievance 
will come demanding a public inquiry. If 
anyone would movo and second the motion 
he had road, he would put it. 

Ald. Macmillan hoped that nothing of 
the kind would be dono ; and ho moved that 
tho inquiry be now proceeded with. Ho 
thoughD it would bo moat unfair to proceed 
to Investigate In private charges whloh had 
beon publicly made, (ApplauBo from tho 
audience. ) 

Aid. Hull and Aid. Partridge rose Bimul 
taneouBly to second this resolution, tho lat- 
ter expressing the hope that no Britisher, 
who in the worda of Aid. Bragg " never 
takes back water," would movo or second tho 
resolution proposod by tho Mayor. 

Ald. Bragq commenced,an address by ex- 
pressing a feeling of security because of the 
presence of tho policomon, but unoasineesat 
ex-Aid. Belyea's attendance, and wob pro- 
ceeding to discuss tho position of tho charges 
whon Interrupted by tho Mayor. 

Mayor Tkaguk— Boforo this discussion 
goes any farther I wish to say this, that if 
my suggestion iB not taken I Bhall retire — 
not with any bird feelings towarda those 
who do nob think ob I do, bub simply from a 
sense of duty. Now, gentlei.ion, I will put 
the motion. 

Ald. Partridge — 11 1 havo one or two 
queBtionB I want to aBk you first. Will you 
answer them if they are in any ways de- 
cent ?" 

The Mayor—" It all dopondB." 

Ald Paktuiduk — "I want to know 
whethor from your hands I did not receivo 
a notice for a meeting on Thuraday marked 
atriotly private '!" 

Tun Mayor— " Certainly I had onosont." 

Ald. Partridgk— " Wo had thon certain 
documents read to us J" 

The Mayor—" Yea." 

Ald Partridoe— " Condemning a public 
servant ?" 

The Mayor— "Yes " 

Ald Partridoe—" On Monday evening 
you allowed cortalu documents to be road 
hero in public Is that right '!" 

The Mayor— "Yes." 

Ald Partridoe— "As chief magistrate, 
wishing to do right botwoon man and man — 
as I bellove you do— how ia it that you huvo 
now decided to atop down and out rather 
than soo that man, who has been publicly 
accused, either a«ked to step down or lif Lod 
up?" 

The Mayor— Tho matter would eventu- 
ally havo become public ; you oan'b hold 
anything private at the oity hall ; that is an 
impossibility — my oxporionce has r.hown it. 

Ald. Partridoe proceeded to spoak in 
favor of a public investigation. 

The Mayor (interrupting) said he in- 
tended to now pub his motion, 

Ald Humphrey informed the Mayor 
that ho was not yet ready for the motion. 
Ho wished to say that tho Mayor and coun- 
oil having allowed those charges to bo read 
in public, and an official's character black- 
oned, ib was only fair now to lob Mr. Hutch- 
ison Bay what ho had to oiler In hie defence. 
(ApplauBo from tho audience,) 

The Mayor— Ib ia for tho council to deal 
wibh Its employes ; nob for the employes to 
dictate to the council. 

Ald. Wilson wished to Bay again that he 
endorsed the charges ; ho boliovad they are 
every ono true. He would polnb out, how- 
over, that the aldermen who aro now do- 
claiming against an official's oharaottir hav- 
ing beon publicly blackened, wero tho very 
men who demanded the publicity. Ho did 
nob approve of ib at first, and gave hie con- 



sent only'when Ib was said that the electric 
lighb committeo wero afraid of publicity. 

Ald. Partridoe here rose to u poiub of 
order. 

The Mayor— " Aid. Wilson is perfectly 
in order." 

Ald. Partridge— " His statements am 
incorroot and I vweti to corroct them. I ask 
your ruling." 

The MAYOR— "I rule that you ait down." 

Ald. Wilson— "I wish to add, Mr. May- 
or, that I am sorry you did nob agroo to tho 
recommendation of tho committee in the 
ri'Bt inatanco, that you suspend Hutchison 
tr,en and thero. Then wo would havo been 
spared those proceedings." 

Alp. Partridge—" I wiBh to say that if 
the charges wero mado publio ib waa by the 
Mayor or tho olectrio light committee. Tho 
contents of my notice were publio long bo- 
foro I received it. Ib was firsb made publio 
by you or tho olectrio light committee." 

Ald Wilson— " I pronounce bhab an un- 
qualified falsehood ! " 

Ald. Partridge — "I aBk the Clerk, 
whethor I did not tell him and Mr. Bradley 
tho contonte of my notice beforo I oponod it. 
Tho city business is made public before it 
comes to the members of tho couucil." 

The Mayor — " Then you should not let 
your tongue wag bo." (Groat laughtor.) 

Ald. Partridge—" I ask tho Clerk that 
question." (Question then put by the 
Mayor ) 

Mr DOWLER— "I believe Aid! Partridge 
did indicate befort^ho opened the noto " — 

Ald. Partridge (to Aid. Wilson) — 
" Now how about a falsehood '.' " (Applause 
and laughtor. ) 

Ald Wilson — " You havon'b foola or 
children to deal with now, you maniac 
you ! " (Roars of laughter.) 

Ald. Macmillan (to Aid. Wilaon) — 
" You Buid thut somo gontlomon hero were 
ufraid of publicity." 

Ald. Wilson— " I did not ; I said bhey 
demanded publioity." 

Tho motion, that tho inquiry be now pro- 
ceeded with, waa pub and carried, Aid. 
W ilson alono holding up his hand to the 
contrary. 

Mayor Teague— " The motion is carried. 
Now, gentlemen, I bid you good evening — 
I wash my hands of tho whole affair." 
(Stops down, and from the doorway pro- 
ceeds)— " I hopo you will gob along in tho 
moab amioablo manner." (Great laughter, 
changing to a storm of hisses aa tho Mayor 
(vanished and tho door closed. ) 

Ald. Macmillan forthwith moved that 
Aid. Humphrey take tho chair ; and he- 
asked the Clerk to put the motion. 

Mr. Bowler asked for an expression of 
opinion from tho solicitor aa to his right in 
tho premises ; and a consultation between 
the officials ensued ; after whioh ho asked 
attention while be read from the atatuto : 

"If the mayor or reeve shall refuse to 
act upon tho point of order * * the 
council may by a resolution at once made 
appoint one of their number to preside until 
the question or matter giving rise to the 
point of ordor shall havo beon disposed of. 
* * In caso tho mayor or reeve, ob the 
case may be, shall bo absent at any meoting 
of the council, suoh alderman or councillor 
as tho members of the council then present 
shall choose to bo chairman shall act as 
auch, and for the purpose shall havo all the 
powors and bo subject to tho same rules aa 
the mayor or reeve." 

Ald Cameron thought that the section 
last quoted and section S of the procoduro 
by-law made it quite plain that when tho 
mayor is abaenb ib ia quito compotonb for 
the aldormon to appoint a chairman and go 
on. 

Aid. Macmillan agreed with this view, 
and hold that the mayor had boen derelict 
in his duty in not — as provided in tho act — 
calling upon an alderman to preside before 
vacating the chair. Municipal institutions, 
it would be agreed, must nob depend upon 
one individual who has not tho courage or 
the sense of duty to occupy his place. 
(Applause.) 

Ald. Partridge aocondod tho motion 
that Aid Humphrey, as senior member, 
take tho chair. 

Mr. Uowler by request put the motion ; 
doing bo, aa ho declared, in deference to the 
exprossed wishes of tho council, and with- 
out aBBuming any responsibility for tho pro- 
cedure. Ib waa carried unanimously and 
Aid. Humphrey took the ohair amidst ap- 
plause from the public 

The Chairman— " Now gentlemen ib ia 
In order to settle tho proliminorioa — first 
whether wo uro to have solicitors or not. 
Our own aolicitor thinkB it would bo bettor 
not to. 

Aid. Bragg rising, the Chairman cautionod 
the members against long speeches, and 
BBkod them to settlo the preliminaries be- 
foro discussing the charges; it seemed tho 
buiincsB would take two or three Dights. 

Ald. Braog then proceeded, contending

The Chairman— Tho Mayor may bo here 
then. 

Ald Macmillan— Wo don't caro aboub 
that; ho can camo hero and look on if ho 
likes. 

Ald. Bragg raised the point of order that 
auch a motion must bo on tho board for 
twonty-fonr hours. 

The Chairman, after consultation, said 
tho aolicitor had Borne doubts about thiB 
matter, and thereforo ho euggcBtod that tho 
mooting be hold on Monday, and tho notice 
of motion bo posted in tho meantime, 

Ald Bragg proceeded to remark upon 
tho now light which Mayor Toague appeared 
to havo got in this buBinoEB since luBb meot- 
ing, his remarkB being vigorously applauded 
frorr tho rear of tho hall.
